After many years of study and hard work, Hartnell got its 
new $106,000 Student Union building. 
The idea first came up years ago, but it was put off time 
and time again. It was largely through the late President 
John B. Lemos that it came into being. He contributed 


much of his time and effort to- 
ward it. It has been named in his 
honor. 

The building when iurnished will 
have facilities for the cafeteria, stu- 
dent lounge, women’s lounge, two 
club rooms, student offices and 
two outdoor patios. The modern 
motif is carried throughout. The 
main lounge is complete with a 
fireplace and large sliding. picture 
windows. The area about the build- 
ing will be put into a lawn and 
shrubbery. 

It is hoped that Hartnell stu- 
dents will come to call-the building 
their own. Part of the money in- 
vested in the building is from the 
student book store and other ‘stu- 
dent financed ventures. 

However, some students have 
been treating the new furniture 
harshly, and have been littering the 
general area with debris. They 
are urged to take an active inter- 
est in the building and help keep 
it clean. 

All of the building is in use ex- 
cept the main lounge and the 
women’s-lounge. They are await- 
ing $5,000 worth of furniture that 
will not arrive until after the home- 
coming football game, October 15.

Enrollment at Hartnell is swiftly 
approaching the expected total of 
900 students, Last week the fig- 
ure was up to 839. 

This represents a sizeable in- 
crease over the number last year 
at this time. From a hufmble be- 
ginning of 14 students in 1920, 
Hartnelt has grown to a school of 
almost 1,000. According to office 
records, enrollment - figures have 
been climbing almost every year 
since the school was first estab- 
lished. 

The reason for this growth has 
been the. ever-increasing number 
of new students attending: here. 
This year, according to Dr. W. J. 
McCallum, dean of men, there are 
about 400 new students registered

Such. ideas 
as having a hog-tying contest be- 
tween the freshmen. and sopho- 
mores was rejected on the grounds 
of being too rough, since the ob- 
ject of the contest was to tie up 
each other. : 

Finally, the scheme was to pun- 
ish the freshman men who didn’t 
wear beards during a certain week 
by dousing them with perfume. 
This was actually tried for a time, 
but was eventually discarded be- 
cause the odor was almost unbear- 
able.

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Hartnell Seeks First Win Tomorrow Night At Porterville 


Coach Blue Has 


‘New Lineup To 
Battle Pirates

Coach Ken Blue, headmaster of 
the Hartnell Panthers, sent his 
charges through two scrimmages 
throughout the week in order to 
find a workable combination to 
start against Porteryille’s Pirates to- 
morrow night. 


Disappointed with the showing 
of his offensive unit and equally 
sad with the performance of the 
defensive crew, Blue was hard at 
work trying to find a winning com- 
bination. 

Porterville wili prove no push- 
overs for the revamped Panther 
team. Blue scouted them two 
weeks ago and was somewhat dis- 
turbed with what he saw there. 
They have speed in the backfield, 
an item that nearly whitewashed 
Hartnell by itself last week against 
Yuba. 

However, Blue stated that they 
aren’t quite as speedy as the Yuba 
team to whom the locals lost, 6-0. 

The line for the homestanding 
Pirates isn’t quite as big as Hart- 
nell’s. But they make up for the 
difference in speed and aggressive- 
ness. 

Mainstay of the Porterville squad 
is John Bland, a quarterback. Blue 
rated him an excellent field gen- 
eral, the man to watch tomorrow 
night, 

As for last week’s dismal loss, ev- 
erything is shown in the statistics. 
Yuba gained approximately 350 
yards to Hartnell’s 137. 

Dave Crocker, halfback, led the 
Hartnell attack. The Salinas back 
compiled 45 yards on 11 carries 
but lost 10 yards for a 3.18 average. 

The passing attack, although not 
frequent, was potent, Hartnell backs 
completed five of eight tosses for 
65 yards. 

Besides citing a poor offense and 
defense, Blue emphatically men- 
tioned the wingbacks failing to 
turn the Yuba backs in when skirt- 
ing the ends. He also said that 
the plays weren’t well mixed as 
could well be seen by any average 
spectator, 

As for a starting lineup for to- 
night’s game, Blue is puzzled. But 
he did come up with a potential 
starting outfit although nothing is 
at all certain. 

At ends, he'll go with Harold 
Boutte and Bill Moxley. Both 
played spotty ball but did show 
signs of potential last week. 

The tackle posts will probably 
be held down by Hank Papa, the 
big 265-pound “Tank,” and Ro- 

land Payne. 
~ Byron Bird and Max Anderson 
are slated to get the call at guards. 
The center post will be turned over 
to Bill Worrel. 


The backfield is in much con- 


fusion as for a starting team. Blue 
will go with Takeo Hirahara at 
quarterback but will send in Arsa 
Dillard and Chuck Filice to see a 
lot of action. 

Crocker nailed down the only 
other certain starting backfield post, 
left half. The fight for the re- 
maining halfback spot boils down 
to two near-equal performers, 
Daryl Goodwin and Filice.

Dick Voris, who had a_ perfect 
20-0 record as head coach at Hart- 
nell, is an assistant to Col. Earl 
Blaik at the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy, West Point, this fall. 

Voris, who resigned as assistant 
to Hampton Pool of the Los Ange- 
les Rams last season, had accepted 
a coaching position at Hartnell’s 
rival, Monterey Peninsula College. 
The offer from Army came as a 
complete surprise to Voris who 
had not applied for the position, 
but had been recommended highly 
to Coach Blaik.
